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Editorial bv LEONARD RUPPERT 
Though a perron who’s just paid 
a hospital hill may find it hard 
to believe, the average American 
medical plant is badly in need <>I 
money 
The chronic problem of rising 
costs—for the patients and ho- 
pitals both—is reaching the dan 1 
ger point 
Unless we can find a 
solution, the price of adequate Hied 
ical care may soon ho beyond the 
reach of tens of millions of tam 
dies 
Last year’s general hospital pa­ 
tient was socked with an average 
bill of SIB a day 
But the daily 
costs to the institution were clos 
er to 121 
The average net loss, 
specifically, was SI r>8 per patient. 
That hospitals run at a loss is 
something we’ve come to expect 
But many are slipping so far in 
the red that funds Inurn their reg 
ular charity sources no longer can 
cover the deficit 
Their vital 
up 
ply of working capital has fallen 
critically low 
Making the problem acute is the 
fact that demands on our medical 
plant are constantly growing larg 
er. 
Compared to 20 years ago. 
annual new admissions have al 
most tripled in number 
And avith 
every' new admission, of course, 
the average loss per patient 
is 
automatically multiplied 
The hospitals’ rise in expense* 
has several basic causes, with the 
most important of all being snow 
balling costs of labor 
Due to new 
er medical methods which call for 
intensive care, they have needed 
additional workers 
And to meet 
competition from industry, 
they 
have had to keep raising pay scales 
in order to hold onto their person 
neb 
Some are trying to offset the 
rise by using various cost cutting 
moves which have worked for pri 
vate industry, such as better com 
munication.s systems 
There seems 
to be general agreement, however,

plants cannot be run on assembly

And the savings, 
at most. have been minor 
The rise in cost to the public has

The State Suprem e Court 
reversed the conviction on grounds

The high court invited the J u s ­ 
tice D epartm ent to file a brief set­ 
ting forth the views of the govern­ 
ment.
